Our fraternity, charity 
and loyaity should be witnessed by our 
deeds as well as our words. The recom- 
mendation of the Commander-in-Chief is 
based upon the fact that seven of the col- 
ored postsofthe Department of Louisiana 
and Mississippi petitioned for a separate 
department.

The total representation was 1255 
delegates, about 400 of whom were 
presents The platform went through 
with a rush, but after the delegates 
read it carefully in the papers 
they gathered in knots about town and 
discussed it freely. Many have 
already declared their intention to 
bolt on account of the liquor plank, 
which they say they did notintend to 
adopt as a part of the platform. 
It is expected to form a coah- 
tion with Prohibitionists in 1892. 
The plan is to extend tho 
plank demanding Government owner- 
ship of railroads and telegraph to the 
liquor traflic and have agentsin charge 
who will conduct the business the samo 
as postoflices ure now run. The boit- 
ing element’s strength cannot be esti- 
mated until the delegates report to 
theic constituents. 
At the convention today a perma- 
nent organization was effected by the 
election of Hugh Cavanaugh as chair- 
man. The report of the Committee 
on Resoluitons was presented and 
adopted. 
Tue platform demands that taxation, 
national, State or municipal, shall not 
be used to build up one interest or 
class at the expense of another. It 
calls for the abolition of national 
banks of issue and as a substitute the 
issue of national bank notes: demands 
that full legal tender treasury notes be 
issued in sufficient volume to conduct 
the business of the country on a cash 
basis; the payment of all bonds by the 
Government, instead of refunding 
them, in such money as they were 
originally made payable in; Govern- 
ment ownership of all means of trans- 
portation and communication. Liberal 
pensions for Union soldiers are favored. 
A woman suffrage plank is included 
in the platform. The platform also 
favors Government loans directly to 
individuals, favors the free coinage of 
silver, opposes alien ownership of 
lands, and demands that Congress de- 
vise means to obtain all laud already 
owned by foreign syndicates. It also 


of what is actualiy needed be re- 
claimed by the Government and held 
for actual settlers only, It demands a 
graduated income tax, the enactment 
and rigid enforcement of laws for sup- 
pression of all forms of gambling in 
futures, and strict enforcement of laws 
against adulteration of food products.

Cock-fighting as a Factor in Secur- 
ing a Railroad Right-of- 
way at Reduced 
Rates.

and Wants a Guardian Ap- 
pointed for Him-General 
Court News. 


It is evident that Mrs. Maggie Yndart, 
whose husband, Francisco Yudart, insti- 
tuded proceedings for a divorce on Wednes- 
day last, does not intend to submit quietly 
to any such method of disposing of her ſu- 
terest in his affairs; for yesterday a petition 
indorsed by her was filed in the Superior 
Court by afriend of her husband named 
Lebnard Labory, formally applying for his 
appointment as guardian of the estate and 


person of Francisco Yndart, an incompe- 
tent and insane person, 58 years of age. 


‘This petition sets forth that Yodart is 
incapable of managing his affairs and is un- 
able to care or au protect his 


property, which consisis of an interest as 
heit and devisee of the estate of Sviedad 
Yndart, deceased, and ceriain demands 
against, and property in the hands of, An- 
tonio Coronel, bis uncle. That said Antonio 
Coronel keeps Francisco Yndart at his 
home, completely under his influence anid 
control, and uim from commun 
cating with his wife, child. or aay other 
relatives or friends, That this estate and 
property need the care and attention of 
some fit and proper person, but that he bas 
no legal guardian at present. ‘That his only 
relatives are Antonio and Manuel Coronel, 
two uncles in Los Angeles county; Urfiano 
Yudart, an uncle in Santa Barbara county; 
bis wife Maggie, and their cbhiid, Soledad 
Stella Yndart, ; 

Tue petition closes with the joint petition 
of Mrs. Maggie UIndart, who recommends 
the petitioner asa fit aud proper person to 
have the guardianship of her husband and 
his estate. 

The following letter, received at THe 
Times office yesterday, and bearing on the 
case, is of interest at this time: 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 6.—| lo the Editor 
of ‘Tur Ius. I beg tuat you will a.low 
me space in your paper to correct Sstate- 
ments which do me injustice, iu your issue 
of August 6, 

First, I am quite willing that the County 
Clerk permit inspection of the papers in 
my sult for divorcee, and | hereby authorize 
such inspection, by members of the press 
and others. This complaiut will show also 
my reasons for leaving Maggie Yndart 
eight years since, 

By the instigators of the suit against my 
dear uncle, Von Antonio F. Coronel, 1 was 
brought back to Los Angeies under the in- 
fluence of liquor aud whilst continuously 
intoxicated, I was persuaded by misrepre-

Returning to sobriety, I investigated the 
matter with disinterested citizens aud saw 
that the suit was untounded and unlawkul.

RUINED AS A MINISTER. 


DR. ELLIS’S POSITION AS STATED 
BY HIMSELF, 


He Admits That He Can Never 
Preach Again, but is Not 
ö Yet Quite Ready to 
Repent. 


Rev. John W. Ellis is not quite ready to 
repent, says the San Francisco Examiper of 
Wednesday. The committee from the 
presbytery bas not conferred with me yet,” 
he said yesterday, aud Iam not officially 
informed of the appointment. The action 
was taken after 1 left the meeting, and I 
only know what the newspapers say: That 
Drs, Chapman and Matthews and George B. 
McConnell have been chosen to see me, and 
arrauge if possible a seitlement of the dif- 
ficulties. I have no objection to stating 
now the only ground on which I will con- 
sent to a compromise. It I dismiss my 
suits I must be placed just where 1 was be- 
fore the charges were brought against me. 
1 do not mean just where 1 was in reality, 
tor 1 realize perfectly that calumny has 
= forever ruined me as a minister. 

mean 1 must be placed just where I was 
in the sight of the presbytery. I must have 
clear papers. 

»The charge which may now be consid- 
ered as standing against me is that of mis- 
appropriation of church funds. That will 
have to be withdrawn, and withdrawn in 
such a way that there will be no quibbling 
about my guilt or innocence. 

Iwill dismiss the case 1 have brought 
and let the matter rest if this is done—otner- 
wise I will not. No honest, God-fearing 
man could accept any alternative that 
would be in any degree a stigma upon bim. 

»Thave been asked to dismiss the cases 
and go before the presbytery: and make a 
pubiic ee for bringing charges against 
its members. I cannot do that or anything 
else that is babyish. 1 have been right 
from the first iu this, and cannot compro- 
mise on any basis that will not make that 
plain. I was attacked behind the back by 
Easton and Fraser, and my name and repu- 
tation were destroyed wh n both knew, or 
ought to have known, that | was innocent 
asachild. In addition to that the sale of 
my property in the southern part of the 
State was headed off by the publication of 
the charges, and I suffered pecuniary losses 
which those men ought to be made to pay 
even to their last dollir.” 

»In case the committee of the presbytery 


agrees to your terms of settlement would 
you go back into the ministry?” Dr. Ellis 
was asked. 


That is a question hard for me to answer. 
[ believe I could not— at least not until 
time had wiped out this stain. Of course 
my preaching in this city would now be out 
of the question, There is too much enmity, 
too much has been said for that to be 
thought of. Neither could I go to some 
other city, for 1 would be no more than 
tairly started there before sume one would 
cut outa se from these papers and 
send it on. o, the only thing for me is to 
seek some other vocation and remain in it « 
long, long time. This terrible troubie has 
worn upon me anyway, and I can never be 
again what I was.“

Resignation.

IT WAS A GENUINE SURPRISE

Step — Messrs. Davis and 
Witmer Define Their

The unexpected resignation of President 
Shafer, of the school board, as published in 
Tun Times yesterday morning, created a 
xenuine sensation, and caused no end of 
talk in school circles. As near as can be 
learned, Mr, Shafer took no one into bis 
confidence, and the resignation was as 
much of a surprise to the other members of 
the board as it was to the general public. It 
is true that on several occasions Mr. Shafer 
has intimated that things were not going 
on as agreeably as he could wish, and 
intimated that it was not beyond the 
range of possibility that he might resien, 
under certain conditions, The almost un- 
precedented spectacle of a Los Angeles 
office-holder voluntarily giving up anything 
that he had once got possession of, was be- 
yond the comprehension of his fellow-mem- 
bers, and Mr. Suater’s talk was regarded 
more iu the nature ofa “biuff”’ than any- 
thing else. But it appears that Mr. Shafer 
was really in earnest, and now there is 
consternation all along the lime, Mr. Shafer 
prudently left the city yesterday on buail- 


ness, nd spent the day iu Riverside, 
where several telegrams were seut him, the 


‘nature of which could not be learned. His 


resignation is in asealed envelope in the 
hands of the City Clerk, but will probably 
be presented at the meeting of the board 
this evening, when everything will be given 
to the pubiic—if nothing bappens in the 
meautime, 

As vear as can be learned, no definite 
pian of action has yet been agreed upon, 
buta man weil informed on the subject 
yesterday gave a TIMES reporter the fol.ow- 
log as the probabie status of the case: The 
resignation of Mr. Shafer leaves the 
evenly divided, four ou each side. Messrs. 
Marsh, Gaffey, Kierulff and Crowley are on 
one side, aud Messrs. Witmer, Davis, Boal 
and Barber are on the other. The first 
named are of the opinion that the present 
teachers were illegally elected, ciaiming 
that uly four MeuDers were preseut at the 
meeting when the list was adopted. The 
four last named take the position that the 
action is lezal and should stand, Of course 
each faction will try and get in a man that 
is favorable to them, and with fuur votes 
on each side it is difficuit to see just how 
this can be done, if there is no detection in 
the ranks. On the other band, if either 
faction stand solid. Mr. Shafer cannot re- 
sign, aud the board will be deadlocked just 
where it now stauds. At any rate the situ- 
ation is a peculiar one, and itis impossible 
to predict anything until after the meeting 
tonlicht, wuen seme one will have to show 
his baud, 

THE SCHOOL LAW. 

It would seem that the school law will 
bear considerable remodeling before it will 
compare favorably with that of other localli- 
ties. The State Superintendent says there 
is not a city in the State that humiliates ber 
teachers as does Los Angeles. At the be- 
ginning of every year each teacher, no mat- 
ter how long she has held a position in the 
city schools, has to fiiean application just 
the same as a new applicant, and take her 
chances with the rest. She is hired at the 
pleasure of the board, her contract always 
expiring atthe end of the year. Iu San 
Francisco teachers are elected for life, and 
cannot be removed except for good and suf- 
ficient cause. Distinct charges of incompe- 
tency must be made and sustained, 

DEFINE THEIR POSITION... 

Messrs. Davis and Witmer called at THe 
Times office yesterday afternoon to make a 
statementin regard to their position as 
members of the Teachers’ Committee. They 
claim that every teacher has been individu- 
‘ally informed of the reason why sbe was 
not reélected. At least three of them are 
married wemen and it was thought best to 
fill their places with others who had no bus- 
pands to support them. Others were not 
reélected because they failed in govern- 
ment; one was an exceedingly poor speller 
—spelling “water,” wotter.“ (as an exam- 
ple of inefficiency) ; another was insubordi- 
nate, and though repeatedly labored with 
by the principal in charge, continued to 
trausgress. 

In previous years teachers have been no- 
fied of their non-reélection, but this year 
the authority of electing was taken out of 
the hands of the ‘Teachers’ Committe by the 
board, and, therefore, they did not consider 
it their place to notify them. It seems the 
board failed to do this, likewise the Super- 
intendent of Schools, aud therefore it was 
not done at all. g 

As the teachers affirm that no definite 
reason has been given them, individually or 
in any other way, for their removal, it 
stands an open question. Oue of the teach- 
ers, who has had an experience of over 
twenty years, asked fora recommendation 
after her removal. Her request was granted. 
and the following testimonial of ber worth 
was given:

WATER FOR THE HILLS. 


THE SUPPLY IS AMPLE FOR 
ALL PURPOSES, 

Looking Into the Affairs of the Cit- 
izens’ Water Company - A 
Thorough Investigation to 
be Made. 


‘Although the hill districts now have a 
plentiful supply of water, the arrangements 
with the City Water Company are only. 
temporary, and the people who are inter- 
ested do not propose to stop the agitation 
until a thorough investigation of the affairs 
of the Citizens’ Water Company is had, and 
they find out just what the status of that 
corporation is. Councilmen Innes and 
Bonsall have been taking a great deal of 
interest in the matter, and the City Attorney 


will give an opinion at the next meeting of 
the Councilon the legal propositions in- 


vol ved. 

As published in Tux Times several days 
ago, ex-Sheriff J. C. Kays is in charge of 
the company’s affairs as trustee for the bond- 
holders, and is endeavoring to get matters 
in shape, in the meantime promising the 
consumers that he will do his best to fur- 
nish an amply supply of water for all pur- 


poses. 

Meanwhile, the Investigation is proceed - 
ing as rapidly as circumstances will permit, 
and the disclosures so für make very inter- 
esting reading. It appears that when M. L. 
Wicks took charge the plant was bonded 
for $200,000. Of this amount Mr. 
Wicks took one-half, which are 
in his wife’s name, Mr. Ruddock, a capital- 
ist who died a year or two ago, took $55.000 
of the bonds, putting in that amount of 
cash. The other bonds are presumably 
taken in smaller quantities by a number of 
persons, but as Mr. Kays was not in his 
office yesterday the list could not be ob- 
tained. Itis stated that Mr. Wicks regu- 
larly paid his wife the interest on her bonds, 
but the Ruddock estate has never received a 
cent, itissaid. The strangest part of the 
whole transaction is that while $200,000 
bonds were issued, of which Mr. Wicks 
took one-haif, only about $80,000 all told has 
been paid in, of which Mr. Ruddock paid 
$55,000, leaving only 825,000 paid on $145,000 
bonds. Of course when young Mr. Ruddoc 
came out from the East to settle up his 
father’s estate, he looked into this matter, 
and it was at his request that Mr, Kays 
took charge as trustee. 

Mr. Kays will probably be in a position 
togive some definite information in the 
course of the next few days. 


Hollyhock. 

The present is a good time to plant 
hollyhock seeds for another season’s 
flowers. Spade up the earth, and en- 
rich it well where the choice hollyhock 
seeds are to be planted. Select seeds 
from some reliable source, and such 
colors as may be desired. Remember 
that a paper marked white may prove 
to be dull red, but the uncertainty of 
things has its charms. Hollyhock seed 
should be planted late in June or early 
in July. When five leaves are shown 
transplant into rich soil, where they 
are needed for next summser’s flower- 
ing. If setin rows, transplant three 
feet apart, as they require root and 
foliage space. 

Hollyhocks will not bloom until the 
second season, but then they live on for 
mahy years, and if permitted, seed 
themselves until they stan. clumps. 
Young plants, wen rco#ied, can be 
bought from the florist, if one does not 
enjoy the slow processof growing seed- 
lings. By the dozen one may some- 
times buy them for 20 cents each 
for young plants. Still a 20-cent 
package of seeds ought to give at least 
twenty strong plants, which would be 
but 1 cent each, besides all the pleas- 
ure of watching their growth. 


Conference of Deciduous Fruit- 
Growers, 

In the Duarte items A. T. Taylor 
suggests an idea that should be ear- 
ried out, and that is that a conference 
of deciduous fruit-growers of chis sec- 
tion should be held in the near future 
to consider what is requisite for the 
production of larger and better fruit, 
This is of the utmost importance, Suc- 
cess will never be attained until this 
matter is more thoroughly understood. 
No cannery or drier will pay as large 
a price for small and inferior fruit as 
they will for that which is first-class. 
We claim it is about as well to sell ail 
your fruit at 1 cent a pound, as it is to 
sell the greater portion at 1} cents, and 
then only get ¢ or ; a cent for the bal- 
ance. Mr. Taylor himself, unless: we 
have been misinformed, sold a ton—or 
thereabouts—of apricots to the dryer 
for Ii cents per pound. It would have 
taken this ton and fourothers at $25 to 
equal the price the dryer was offering 
—I cent a pound. It is only good fruit 
that commands a good price. 


Making the Hen Lay. 

It is the perfect food that produces 
an egg, becuuse the egg is composed 
ofa variety of substances. Grain is 
rich in starch and fat, but deficient in 
flesh-forming and bone-forming sub- 
stances. In the food these substances 
are scarce, and the hen is compelled to 
eat a large amount of starchy food in 
order to derive the minerals and flesh- 
formers, and in so doing the excess of 
starch is converted into fat, a condition 
not desirable. Fortunately we can 
give her, in a direct manner, the min- 
eral and flesh-forming materials so 
necessary for her purpose, in a concen- 
trated form, and in the shape of egg 
foods composed of the very materials 
that are identical with those composing

He Says There Has Been a Trade 
Between De Young and Davis. 
The Terms of the 
Deal. 


Latest information from Chicago received 
in this city is to the effect that Shorb is 
steadily gaining ground, and that if Direc- 
tor-General Davis could be induced to send 
in his name for the place, he would at once 
beconlirmed as chief of the horticultural 
bureau of the World’s Fair. Even Gen. 
Davis can offer no objection to Mr. Shorb, 
personally, for the place, and has not done 
so, but merely declines to send in his name. 
The following interview with A. T. Hatch 
of Suisun City, and published in the Exam- 
iner of Wednesday, confirms the above 
statement, and gives some interesting in- 
side information: 


J have just received an important letter 
from Chicago which convinces me that the 
only men against Shorb are De Young and 
Maxwell and Director-General Davis at 
Chicago. 

“It seems outrageous to me that when 
there is nothing in the way of Shorb’s con- 
firmation Gen. Davis sholild still hang back 
and refuse to appoint him, Shorb has 
pledges enough to make it sure that the 
minute the Director-General names him he 
will be confirmed by the local board of di- 
rectors and also the board of control. 

“I do not believe any men ever made a 
more persistent, honest fight than J. de 


is unturned. From one end to the other of 
the State every association in apy way in- 
terested in horticulture or viticulture has 
been appealed to. and in every instance 
Shorb has been indorsed. Never were the 
people of California more united, I have 
seen but one man who would openly refuse 
to give Shorb his voice, and I saw that man 
today at the meeting of the Alameda Count 
World’s Fair Association in Oakland. 
did not know the individual, but whoever 
he was he rose and said he would not vote 
to indorse Shorb. He did not vote ‘no,’ 
however, so the resolution carried without 
a dissenting voice. 1 have seen one ether 
who is not out and out Shorb’s friend, and 
that one is James D. Phelan. 

J bave information that an agreement or 
trade has been made between De Young 
and Davis, by the terms of which Davis is 
to name the man that De Young suggests 
for the place, and in return De Young is to 
boom Davis for second place on the Na- 
tional Republican ticket after the fair 
closes. De Young favors Phelan’s man, 
Chase, and Chase would have been made 


the California commissioners had voted for 
him at the last meeting.“ 

In connection with the above, in justice 
to Mr. Phelan, it should be stated that that 
gentleman in a private letter to the editor 
of Tue Times, expressed himself as 
friendly toward Mr. Shorb, but not san- 
guine of his success. 


Mr. Shorb’s Chances.

The belief is spreading that Director 
General Davis will nominate J. de Barth 
Shorb to be chief of the still unprovided 
for horticultural bureau.

Don’t Tax Industry. 

Boston, July 28.—[To the Editor of 
TE TIuEs.] I observe that the fruit- 
growers of Los Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino and neighboring counties are 
quite properly protesting against the 
grossly exorbitant taxes levied upon 
fruit trees. Taxes on improvements 
tend to restrict and discourage im- 
provements, just the same as fines on 
drunkenness and other offenses against 
law tend to restrict their committal. I 
believe it was in Turkey that the gov- 
ernment at one time levied a tax on fig 
trees, and to sbow its restrictive influ- 
ence it is only necessary to state 
that the owners of said trees deliber- 
ately went to work and cut down their 
trees. Now if the fruit-growers of your 
section should resort to the same 
means to escape the tax it would have 
u tendency to make fruit scarce and, 
consequently, high-priced, thereby 
working an injury to the consumer of 
fruit as well as to the grower thereof. 

It is quite evident that a change 
should be made in our tax laws, where- 
by we can do away with fines on indus- 
try and improvements. If all taxes 
were abolished, and a single tax on 
land values substituted therefor, com- 
plaints would cease in regard to taxes 
on improvements. Men would not 
then be fined for erecting buildings or 
in other ways creating wealth. 

The necessity of government and the 
value of land are both the result of 
population, and the revenue of the lat- 
ter should pay the cost of the former.

SCHOOLS, 
There 18 a certain “propriety in the 


selection of members of a board of 


@ducation which can never be viglated 
without entailing most serious conse- 
quences upon the system under con- 
trol, That propriety is that a member 
of such a body should be an educated 
man. Whether he be a graduate of a 
school or college, or what we are 
pleased to style ‘‘self-made,”’ is imma- 
terial; but he should be a man who has 
scored something of a mark in educa- 
tion, science or letters. Such a man 
will have aregard for learning which 
broadens and elevates him; he will 
have something of a reverence for the 
system over which he is cailed to rule 
which raises him above the likelihood 
of prostituting it to base ends. 

But politics, which is proverbial for 
making strange bed-fellows, seldom 
pays much heed to abstract proprieties. 
Hence we too often see our boards of 
education made up in whole or in part 
of curbstone statesmen—men whose 
supreme qualifications are that they 
are good wire-workers—men who have 
not passed the first milestone of learn- 
ing; who could not stand an examina- 
tion to admit them to one of the gram- 
mar schools over whose destinies they 
are called to preside. Ifa little learn- 
ing isa dangerous thing, what then 
shall we account sheer ignorance when 
called to such a position of trust? If 
the disqualification of the curbstone 
edueator were confined to his ignor- 
ance it would be bad enough. 
Even with the best intentions in 
the world he would fall far 
short of meeting the requirements of 
his position. He could not be expected 
to intelligently conserve that which he 
doeg not understand. As well might 
the public select a man who could not 
count for the task of handling its cash 
or choose paralytics for policemen. 
We once knew a member of the Board 
of Education of this progressive city of 
Los Angeles who thought that the 
high school was so called because jit 
stood on a hill. It was to him literally 
a high ſup] school. It is no wonder 
thathe should considera knowledge 
of the three R’s (reading, ’riting and 
’rithmetic) enough for any boy or girl; 
that he accounted instruction in all the 
higher branches mere folderol; that 
his voice and yote were always against 
progressive measures of any kind; 
that he was a mere stick and stum- 
bling block in the board which he dis- 
graced. 

But, after all, ignorance is not the 
most serious menace which threatens 
the public schools where such men are 
elevated to places of control. Nine 
timesout of ten they seek these posi- 
tions, the dignity of which they cunnot 
comprehend, with the most venal of 
purposes. The public schools are to 
them a considerable part of the politi- 
cal machine —a department dispensing 
large patronage, employing many 
people, offering facilities to reward 
their friends and make themselves 
solid in their respective wards, and 
finally presenting any number of op- 
portunities to steal. The efficiency of 
the school system is one of the least 
considerations that enters their minds, 
and if only they maintain an outward 
semblance of propriety, which satisfies 
the public., that is ali they care for. 

If one cares to see what a public- 
school system thus thoroughly prosti- 
‘tuted by ward politics leads to, he bas 
but to recall the scandals of the San 
Francisco department six or eight 
years ago. The disgraceful disclosures 
of that time were caloulated to make 
any honest-minded man shudder. As 
the affairs of the department were 
administered by the representatives of 
San Francisco’s political slums, there 
were three royal roads which led toa 
position as teacher. One was by a 
political pull.“ another by paying out 


and out tribute in money to a mem- 


ber of the board or his broker, 
a third by becoming the mistress of 
some member whose fancy led him in 
that direction. No wonder there was 
an earthquake in the department 
when the newspapers got hold of these 
scandalous facts and laid them before 


"the public! 


| 


In Los Angeles we have not yet pro- 
gressed so far in the political manage- 
ment of ourschools. It is true there 
was a dark suspivion about a former 
board which had a good many school 
sites to buy and as many buildings to 
erect, that several members ‘‘feathered 
their nests’’ through commissions on 
purchases. It is hinted that one mem- 


ber acquired a horse and saddle as his 


share of the swag in a certain deal. It 
is a matter of note that there 
was a long, acrimonious fight over 
contracts for school furnishings, in 
which there was more than a suspi- 
cion of jobbery. But these things are 
past. If there was any vulgar stealing 
in that connection, it was simply 80 
much money taken out of the 3 
purse one way or another, and the 
public can stand it. Iu the main, the 
schools were not crippled. There may 
have been a few buildings located in 
undesirable places, but that is not 
much matter; the boys and girls can 
get there just the same. 

More recent developments in the 
department seem to point to the fact 
that we have reached the second stage 
in politico-educational development: 
i. e., that the “pull” has been intro- 
duced as one of the royal roads to a 
position as teacher. The little scandal 


some time ago about fees secured by a 


broker for paving the way for Wbuld- 
be teachers doesn’t count, because it 


| was so quickly nipped in the bud. It 


is not probable that auy bonus or sys- 
tem of fees is now required as a means 
of obtaining positions; but if the 
„pull“ system survives, how long will 
it be before the more vulgar steal will 
make its way in? 

We warn the public of Los Angeles

against the tendenoy of this sort of 
management. Wewarn them of the 
danger of placing ignorant or scheming 
politicians in charge of their public- 
school department. If they do not 
give more heed to selecting men of 
scholarly attainmentsa—men whose love 
of learning is above partizansbip, and 


Whose character is above reproach— | 
they may expect to see their schocls 


crippled, and, in time, perhaps, the de- 
partment degraded and brutalized as 
it once was iu San Francisco. 

These are plain words; they are not 
intended as a sweeping reflection upon 
members of the present Board of Edu- 
cation, for there are refined and high- 
toned gentlemen embraced in its mem- 
bership. But our warning is against 
the tendency—against the thin edge of 
the political wedge which has been in- 
serted in the school department, and 
which will be driven home unless cer- 
tain sturdy blows upon its head are 
checked. Let those who feel dis- 
tinctly designated make the applica- 
tion to themselves and take warning.

KENTUCKY, 


It won't do. It is evident that the 
election in Kentucky was a more seri- 
ous blow to the Democratic ring than 
even the first dispatches indicated. The 
Courier-Journal controls the Associ- 
ated Press dispatches in Louisville, 
and supplies the agent. As the re- 
turns came in on Monday night the 
agent gave the correct information, 
stating how many members had been 
elected by the Alliance. The Senate 
of course could- not be changed, as 
nineteen Senators hela over—mostly 
Democrats—and nineteen had to be 
electea.~ Of the latter the Democrats 
seem to have carried about one-half. 
For the House the Alliance made dis- 
tinct nominations, some districts hav- 
ing three candidates for the three par- 
ties. in many districts former 
Democrats were . nominated, who 
distinctly accepted the positions 
as Alliance men; and had oppo- 
nents from the regular Democrats. 

Now the Courier-Journal classes the 
members elect as, Democrats 69; Re- 
publicans 17; Alliance 12; and the dis- 
patch reads: Many Democrats elected 
are farmers in sympathy with the Al- 
liance.”” The whole of the former 
Democrats elected by the Alliance are 
placed as Democrats; and the twelve 
admitted to be elected Alliance“ are 
former Republicans. The majority is 
not only in sympathy,“ but will elect 
an Alliance Speaker, and control the 
Legislature against the usual partisan 
and special legislation, which has been 


the rule for fifteen years in Kentucky, 


for the advantage of the corporations 
and certain other interests, This 
will be of great benefit to the masses of 
the people, and especialiy will farmers 
and labor interests be looked after. 
The Alliance numbers 110,000 voters 
in that State, and the power that ithas 
wielded can be shown by the adoption 
of the Constitution by nearly 100,000, 
though it was fought by the Courier- 
Journal and about fifty Democratic 
newspapers, and by allthe mossbacks 
in the State. The Farmers’ Alliance 
has certainly made havoc in a number 
of Republican States. It is equally 
sure that they have the power and 
intend to exercise it in a number of 
heretofore Democratic States. They 
elected in South Carolina a Senator to 
take the place of Hampton. Senator 
Vancein North Carolina avoided a 
storm by unequivocally indorsing 
the Alliance, and was reélected. 
Senator George in Mississippi has done 
the same, and has secured a majority 
of the Legislature. But this does not 
wipe out the antagonism, and it is per- 
fectly assured that tbroughout the 
South a very large portion of the 
whites will lead a heated campaign 
next year, and if the negroes, as is 
asserted, intend to codperate with 
them, it is perfectly sure that several 
States will be carried tor the Alliance, 
rendering it impossible to elect the 
Democratic nominee for President. 


Whether the Alliance will retain the 


hold which it secured last November 
on preyiously Republican States, re- 
mains to be seen. If they do there 
would probably be noelection by the 
people; and the Senate would certainly 
elect the Republican Vice-President.

McKinley’s speech upon the tariff, at 
Lakeside, O., on the 30th ult. He was 
felicitously introduced to a great audi- 
ence by ex-President IIayes, bis old 
regimental commander in the war, as 
follows:

Resecrans—a graduate of West Point, a 
brave, a patriotic and a very able man, who 
afterwards came to command great armies 
and fight many famous battles, Its 
lieutenant colonel was Stanley Mat- 
thews—a_ scholar able lawyer, 
who, after his ‘appointment to tne 
Supreme Bench, the whole. bar of the 
United States was soon convinced, was of 
unsurpassed ability and character for that 
high place. 

Iu this regiment Maj. McKinley came, 
the boy 1 have described, carrying his 
musket and his knapsack.

The night was never too 
dark; the weather was vever too cold; there 
was no sleet, or storm, or hall, or snow, or 
rain that was in the way of his prompt and 
eflicient performenee of every duty.

When I came to be commander of the 
regiment he soon Came to be upon my staff, 
and he remained upon my staff for one or 
two years, so that 1 did iiteraily and iu fact 
know him like a bock and loved him Ike a 
brother. |Loud ore | 

From that time hé naturally progressed, 
for his talents and capacity could not be un- 
known to the st ff of the comm :nder of the 
Army of West Virggua, George Crook, a 
favorite of the army he commanded. He 
wanted McKinley, and of course it was my 
duty to tell McKinley that he must leave 
me. The bioodiest day of the war, the day 
on which more nen were killed or wounded 
than on any other day of the war—observe 
1 don’t say than any other battle, stretching 
over many days, but any one day—was the 
17th day of September, 1862, in the battle of 
Antietam. The battle opened at daylight. Be- 
fore daylight men were in the ranks and 
preparing for it. Without breakfast, with- 
out coffee, they wentinto the fight and it 
continued until after the sun had set. Early 
in the aftornvon, natural'y enough, with 
the exertion required Of the men, they were 
tamished and tuirsty, and to some extent 
broken in spirit. The commissary depart- 
ment ofsthst brigade was under Sergt. Me- 
Kiuley's administration and personal su- 
pervision. From his’ hands every man in 
the regiment was served with hot coffee and 
warm meats, a thing that never had oc- 
curred under similar, f umstances in any 
other army in the world. [Great applause. | 
He passed under the fire and delivered, 
with his own hands, these things, so essen- 
tial for the men for whom he was laboring. 

Coming to Ohio and recovering trom 
wounds, I called upon Gov. od and 
told him this incident, With the emphasis 
that distinguished thet great. war Governor, 
he said: “Let Sickinley be promoted from 
Sergeant to Lieutenant,” and that I might 
not forget he requested meto put it upon 
the roster of the regiment, which I did, and 
McKinley was promuvted. As was the case, 
perbaps, with very wapy soldiers, I did not 
keep a diary regularly, from day to day, but 
1 kept notes of what was trausplring. When 
I knew that I was to come here it occurred 
to me to open the old notebook of that 
period and see what it contained, and 1 
found this entry: 

„Saturday, 13:h December, 1862—Our 
new Second Lieutenant, McKinley, re- 
turned today—an exceedingly bright, intel- 
ligent and gentiemanly young officer. He 
promises to be one of the best.“ Great 
applause.]

On Maj. McKinley being introducea 
[says the Cincinnath Commercial Ga- 
zette, from which we quote, he was 
received with loud applause, and those 
of the audience on the outskirts 
pressed forward to be in hearing dis- 
tance.

McKinley expressed his gratitude for 
the kind words uttered by ex-President 
Hayes, and he remarked that Gen. 
Hayes’s old comrades remembered bim 
not as President of the United States, 
as Governor, or as Representative in 
Congress, but as the Colonel of the 
Twenty-third OhioVolunteer Infantry, 
Maj.

The Government cannot make 
money.g Great and powerful as it is, 
it cannot make sometiitig out of nothing. 
It cannot ot its mere fiat put into circulatip 
any form of currency,tpat can fora long 
time pass current. It ¢am borrow money 
under the Constitution of the United States. 
But surely no intelligent man would advise 
| ae the Government of the United States 
should bortow $360,000,000 annually to meet

and more. And of all the friendships among 


its current expenses, and it couid not borrow 
very long if it did notdiscreetly use the tax- 
ing power given it to provide for the pay- 
ment of — it n d already borrowed. 
So no considerable number of ‘people in the 
United States would advise that this coun- 
try should dispense with taxation and go 
into the business of borrowing. Therefore, 
the only way for this country to meet its 
annual expenses is by invoking the taxing 
wer given by the Constitution of the 
bite tos. 


nere are two forms ot tax ition. The 
one is the direct system of taxation and the 
other the indirect system, or a tariff tax. 
There is no considerabie sentiment of the 
United States in favor of raising #330,000,- 
000 by a system of direct taxation—that is 
by taxing ourselves, taxing our products, 
taxing our lands, our income, our invest- 
ments, our occupations, our enterprises, for 
all that is direet taxation. We have never 
resorted to that system but three times in 
the history ofthe United States, and‘foilow- 
ing each one of these periods, in reponse to 
protests coming from every section of the 
country, these direct taxes were *almost 
immediately repealed—as soon as the emer- 
Fency for their enactment had gone dy. 

herefore the Government is remitted to 
that other form of taxation that is com- 
mae | called tariff taxation—that is, taxing 
somebody else’s property rather than our 
own; taxing the property of other nations 
seeking a market in the United States. 
Both the great political pasties in the coun- 
try are agreed that the great bulk 
of this $360,000,000 shall be raised upon 
products of foreign countries. Up to 
that point there is no disagreement; but it 
is there that the ways part. The one line 
of political thought (aud it is not one that 1 
st: nd for) insists that this tariff shail be 
levied for revenue, and forrevenueonly, It 
has no other object but revenue, It pro- 
poses to do nothing else but to raise reve- 


— It discurds every other consideration 


t revenue. It disclaims any other aim 
dat to raise a revenue. It is unmindful of 
the occupations of the Americ n people. It 
is blind to their industries and their devel- 
opmentand their prosperity, and iusists 
that crreir tari shall be so levied as to pro- 
duce the largest amount of revenue to the 
smallest rate of taxation, 

Now to understand this: question and 

the difference between the two systems we 
must understand exactly what a revenue 
tariff is and exactly what a protective tariff 
is. We must know the principles upon 
which each of these two great systems 
stand. A revenue tariff is a tariff solely for 
revenue. it seeks out, first, these objects 
of foreign production, the like of whicu we 
cannot produce in the United States, and 
* its tariff for its tax upon these, That 
8 the great underlying principle of a 
revenue tariff—taxing non-competing for- 
eigu products, like tea and coffee and sugar 
and spices; patterned after the fiscal policy 
of Great Britain, and what is that policy? 
Although England is called a free-trade 
country, it collects more than $140,000,000 
from its customs tar ff. It imposes 12 cents 
a pound upon twa, 6 cents upon coffee, 2000 
percent. upon tobacco, because none of 
these products are produced in England, 
Buta revenue tariff goes further. If it 
cannot fi d non-competing foreigh products 
sufficient to raise the requisite revenue, it 
then puts its tariff on the competing foreign 
product—that is, the product the like of 
which we can produce in the United States, 
but it is compelled to make its tariff so low 
as to encourage importations of such for- 
eign goods, for importations lie at the very 
fuundation of a revenue tariff. You cannot 
have revenue unless you have importations, 
and you cannot have large importatious on 
competing foreign products unless you 
make the tariff low enouch 80 as to en- 
courage the people of the United St tes to 
go abroad and buy ratberthan to buy the 
domestic products. Every importation of 
foreign competing products displaces the 
purchase of that much domestic products, 
which ought to be produced by the Amer- 
ican people.”

Maj. McKinley then picked up a glass 
tumbier and used it as an object lesson. 
ne tariff upon that tumbler,” ue said, “is 
60 percent. That is a protective tariff; a 
revenue t riff must be lower. Why? Be- 
cause « tariff of 60 per cent discourages the 
importation of this kind of ware from 
abroad, and encourages its manufacture at 
home; therefore you wust make the tariff so 
low astom ke it in the judgment of tue 
American people more profitable for them 
to buy a foreigu gobiet than an American 
oblet. What would be the effect if the 
tariff was only 10 per cent. on the goblet? 
Inportation would be stimulated. More 
revenue Would be collected. ‘Then every 
increasing importation of this kind of ware 
would take the place of just that quantity 
of ware mide ip the United States today. 

“Now, if that is what you want, then you 
want free trade, or a revenue tariff. It you 
want to break down the great giass indus- 
tries of this country, then you want to tear 
down the 60 per cent. protective tariff aad 
put up the 10 percent. revenue tariff, and it 
won’t be twenty-four months before the 
fires have gone out in every one of your 
giass factories throughout the United 
States. [Great applause.] Lou will put 
more money inte the public treasury with a 
10 per cent. tariff, but while you are doing 
it you will be putting out the fires in your 
own furnaces, and impoverishing your own 
wage-earners and your own people. [Ke- 
peated applause. | 

“What is a positive tariff? It is a tariff 
that has in view not only revenue for the 
Government, but itis ever mindful of the 
employments and occup dious of the Amer- 
ican people. [Loud applause.| It means 
revenue and protection to our own people, 
aud eucouragement for the manufacture of 
this kind of ware (holding up the glass gob- 
let.) Has it succeeded? Why, we have 
got in the United States the must splendid 
giass factories that can be found anywhere 
in the world We make our own glass un- 
der a 60 per ceni tariff. The English made 
it for us under a 15 per cent. tariff. Which 
do you like best? These two systems have 
to betried by tests, The first test is the 
revenue test. We have just had thirty 
years of good, square, honest protection. 

“Kvery revenue requirement has been met. 
A protective tariff has never failed to fur- 
nish the Government with all needed reve- 
nue. We have had forty-seven years of a 
revenue tariff. During fifty-five years of a 
protective tariff, the Federal treasury was 
never empty, and the Government bonds 
never weut to pretest. Can you say that of 
a revenue tariff? Between 1846 and 1861 
we had a genuine revenue tariff, pure and 
simple, patterned afterthe English plan. 
During that time there was the Mexican 
war, the famine in Ireland, the European 
war, the Crimean war, and in the meantime 
there was the great discovery of gold in Cal- 
ifornia. yet with all these helps to Ameri- 
can manufactures, cominerce and trade, the 
revenue tariff policy of 1846 signally failed 
to supply the revenue needed for the dov- 
ernment,” 

To prove his assertion, Maj. McKinley 
read extracts from the message of President 
Fillmore to Congress, dated December, 1851, 
aud also his second message, a year later. 
It being the testimony of President Fillmore 
that a low tariff did not increase the expor- 
tation ot farming products, but had exactly 
the opposite effect, they being nearly $69,- 
000,000 in 1847, while they fel! to $26,000,000 
in 1850, and to less th n 222,000, 000 in 1851, 
and President Fillmore said: “Our manu- 
facturing establishments are broken down 
by competition with foreigners; the capital 
in vested in them is lost; thousands of hon- 
est and industrious citizens ars thrown out 
of employment, and the farmer to that ex- 
tent is deprived of ahome market for the 
sale of his surplus produce. in the third 
place, the destruction of our manufactories 
leaves the farmer without cowpetition in 
our market.“ | 

Maj. McKinley also read President Bu- 
chanan’s message, dated December, 1857. 
He said that notwithstanding our unsur- 
passed natural wealth, We find our mauu- 
facturer suspended, our public works re- 
tarded, our private enterprises of different 
kinds ubandoued, and thousands of useful 
laborers thrown out of employment and re- 
duced to want, The revenue of the Gov- 
ernment, which is chiefly derived from im- 
ports from abroad, has been «greatly re- 

Maj. McKinley continued: “James Bu- 
chanan said the people had become 60 Door 
they could notimp rt. In 1859 we did not 
have money énough in the 1 to Bad 
our current expenses. and the President had 
to ask Congress to make a loan. That was 
after twelve or thirteen years of a revenue 


tariff policy. Worse than that, the Govern- 
ment Dad no credit. Noman can gainsay 
that. It is the truth of immortal history. 


[Great applause.] Do you want to go beck 
to those good old days? [Laughter. | 

“We have had thirty years of protection. 
We don’t have to borrow any money Dow. 
{ 4 and applause.] The Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury in 1859-60, after fourteen years 
of revenue tariff policy, sent a message to 
Congress and asked Congress to invite the 
States to indorse the bonds of the Federal 
Gover! ment that they might be more read- 
ily sold in the market, The United States 


doesn’t have to have an indorser now -it 
des not have to get the States to go its 
bil,” {Great shouts of applause.] It can 
borrow all the money it Wente on a single 
name, and that name is ‘The.United States 
of America,’ after thirty years of a protec- 
tive tariff. [Renewed anplause.) ] 

“And under that revenue tariff policy 
when we did borrow, our credit was so bad 
and our bonds were so uumerchantable 
that the Government stood a discount of 12 
cents on every dollar. How is it now? The 
Government does not pay any ount, If 
it wants its bonds to pay off it he got to pay 
a premium to get them ib. Applause. 
That's after thirty years of a protective 
tariff. It is unmatched «nd matchless in 
the economic history of the world, [Ap- 


plause. } 
“it is said that if —— had free trade 
ade and th t you 


we would seli more a 
cannet sell unless you buy: that you can 
not trade unless you exchange. That isnot 
the history of our own experience and our 
own country. From 1847 to 1861 inclusive, 
our imports exceeded our exports by $431,- 
000,000, From 1876 to 1890 inclusive, our 
exporte exceeded our imports by $1,649, 445,- 
246. This covers the free trade and protec- 
tive periods—fifteen years of each. Whether 
you are looking to exports or domestic trade 
the protective tariff stands every test and 
meets every emergency. It is said that be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 we had the greatest 
industrial agricultural development we 
have enjoyed;and to prove it the free 
trader parades percentages. When you 
strike the average free trader look out for 
percent ges. This matter of percentages is 
very delusive, unless you start from correct 
premises, The fact is we have shipped 
more wheat abroad in ten out of a dozen 
years since 1870, than we sent abroad in the 
whole fourteen years from 1846 to 1860. 
More wheat in a single year has gone out of 
the United States undera protective tariff 
than went out of the United States from 
1846 to 1860. In 1879, 80, 81. 83 and ’87, 
in every one of these years, we exported 
more wheat than was exported from the 
United States from the time of George 
W .shington to that of Abraham Lincoln; 80 
as un exporting agency’ protective 
tariffs have not been a failure. ‘hey 
say if we only had the raw materials we 
could go abroad and capture the world’s 
markets. 1 heard it compl ined today 
(reference being made to the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance speech of Mr. Crawford) that raw ma- 
terial was not taxed as high as finished prod- 
ucts. It should be remembered thut pro- 
tective tariffs are graded according to the 
labor expended. If there is less labor there 
will be less a. if there be more labor or 
Skill there will be a higher duty, to the end 
that labor shall be protected and the Amer- 
ican laborer compensated by a tariff that 
shall make up the difference between the 
price paid labor in Europe and the price 
paid labor in Ameriéa. [Great applause. | 
l agree that protection should not be for 
one interest, but for all interests. 1 believe 
of protection what Burke said of liberty— 
it must be for all or it must be for none 
[great applausej—and that is the policy 
upon which the protective tariff law of 
to-day was framed and builded and con- 
structed. [Great applause. ! 

After speaking of the benefit of the 
home market tothe farmer, Maj. McKin- 
ley said: 

Under our protective law any American 
citizen can go to any country of the world 
and buy raw material, pay the duty, manu- 
facture it into the finished product, take it 
pack to the custom-house aud enter it for 
the foreign trade, and the Government re- 
funds to him 99 per cent of the duty he paid 
upon his raw material, within 1 per cent of 
absolute free trade, the Government retain-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Alameda ar- 
rived this ‘morning twenty-four days 
from Sydney via Honolulu. Auckland 
advices of July 14t9 16 ure to the et- 
fect that a great flood and something 
like a tidal wave prevailea at Mel- 
bourne on the 13th. Tue water in the 
harbor rose above the level of the sur- 
rounding towns, and several small ves- 
seis were wrecked. ‘The floods were 
the most severe since 1862, and the 
course of the Yarra River presented a 
scene of desolation for miles. Fac- 
tories along the river’s side were sub- 
merged, as also were a great number 
of houses on the south side of the 
river in Toorak. In South Richmond, 
another suburb of Melbourne, whole 
streets were submerged and two 
thousand people were rendered home- 
less. Business was almost suspended 
in the city, and efforts were made to 
relieve the wants of the sufferers. A 
relief fund was started aod soon 
reached £5000. The loss of life, it is 
believed. did not exceed ten. . 

Capt. Lancaster and a sailor named 
Robertson of the schooner Narra, 
which was wrecked at Sorrento, were 
drowned, and a fireman on a dredge 
who attempted to make the shore in a 
small boat, also lost his life. 

A schooner, name unknown, disap- 

ared off Sorrento and is believed to 

lost with all hands. 

The steamer Bancoora went ashore 
and her bottom was stove in. It was 
not thought the tugs would succeed in 
getting her off.

wood, 33 per cent. of the india rubber, 40 
per cent. of the coal and 50 per cent of the 
tin of the world, [Applause.j Don’t vou 
think we oughtto make some of that tin? 
[A roar of applause.]. 1 do. [Another 
roar of applause.) And it is not 

ving to be a mere tin show (re- 
erence being had to Mr. Crawford’s 
speech of the morning.) Why should not 
we make it? We paid last year in duties 
under a revenue tariff on tipo at the rate of 1 
cent per pound, 87, 000.000 for the tin we 
consumed in the United States. The price 
was fixed by the foreigner. Why? Because 
there was no domestic production to regu- 
late or control the price. The foreigners 
fixed the price of tin to our people accord- 
ing to their own sweet will, aad it was the 
foreign prwe with the American duty added. 
Now the protectionists said: ‘Why not 
make some of this tin plate?’ If we cannot 
make it let us make it fr for this is tue 
principle of protection. If we canuot pro- 
duce anything in the United States (except 
luxuries und such things as promote immor- 
ality and vice) we ought to make it free. 
If we cannot make tin plates, let us permit 
it to come in free. But we can make it, 
and we will makeit. We are making it, 
aud today.“ 

Maj. McKinley described tin plate as 
being 97 per cent. sheet iron or steel, with a 
coating oi 8 per cent. ot tin. We make as 
good sheet iron and sheet steel as can be 
m ide anywhere else in the world, and just 
as cheaply. Merk my words, inside of four 
years you will get cheaper tin than you ever 
got before, and it will American tin, 


made in American mille, from American 


raw material, by American workingmen, 
for the American people. Some people 
don’t want any new trophies for this great 
system of protection.“ 

Maj. Mckinley then took up Gov. Camp- 
beli’s argument of percentages against pro- 
tection. Maj. McKinley said that in 1820 
nearly allot our imports were dutiable— 
less than 4 per cent. were free. In 1824 94 
per cent. were dutiable, and 6 per cent. only 
were free. In 1838 only 15 per cent. of im- 

ts were free. In 1842 27 per cent. were 
ree; in 1846 only 12 per cent. were free; 
in 1857 18 per cent. were free. During the 
war less than 18 per cent. of all articles im- 
ported were free. From 1878 to 1880 30 per 
cent. were free,

We have got treer trade under the new 
law th n we ever had under any tariff law 
sinee the beginning of the Government, 
et there is not a Iine or a paragraph that 
g not protective, and there is not à line of 
itthat is not American. Tue revenue tariff 
reformer looks after the shadow; we, catch 
the substance. You had better consuit 
our markets rather than your maxims. 
act is better than theery. One system is 
for the people of the United States; the 
other is for the peopie of other countries. 
For myself. I would rather tax the foreign 
products that compete with American br. 
duction than to tax ourown products to pry 
our Governmental expenses.” LtApplause. |

THE PENSACOLA ARRIVES AT 


SAW DIEGO. 
No Truth in the Report That Her 
Launch was Blown Up—. 
Chilean Hostilities Not 
Vory Brisk.

SAN Direo, Aug. 6.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The man-of-war Pensa- 
cola arrived this morning on her way 
from Iquique to Mare Island, She will 
remain here until Sunday. 

An officer of the Pensacola stated to 
an Associated Press correspondent 
that the progress made so far by either 
party in Chileissmall. Tue Oongress- 
ional party has plenty of money, while 
Balmaceda is flooding the country with 
paper money. .At Valparaiso an 
English sovereign is worth $15. 
Should Balmaceda’s new cruisers arrive 
from Europe in good shape to enter an 
engagemsut the insurgents would be 
defeated, but if anything happens to 
the new ships it is impossible to pre- 
dict the outcome and the war may 
continue for years.

The 
blowing up of an insurgent launch by 
a torpedo was probably the foundation 
of the story.

THE WORLDS’ FAIR. 
No Hurry About the Horticultural 
Chief. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A rumor reached Chi- 
cago this afternoon from San Fran- 
cisco that Director-General Davis had 
appointed a new chief of the borti- 
cultural bureau. Inquiry failed to con- 
firm the report. 
The directory, the body to which the 
nomination would be submitted by the 
Director-General, was not in session 
today. It is understood to be Davis’s 
intention not to name anyone for the 
place until both directory and national 
commission are in session, so that the 
bad results of failure to confirm by 
either organization will be reduced to 
a minimum. The National Commis 
sion will not meet until August 12. 

The Executive Committee of the 
World’s Fair Columbian Exposition 
adopted resolutions regulating rail: 
roads to make half rates in both direc- 
tions for goods to be exhibited. The 
roads had previously decided to charge 
rates going, and returning the goods 
free of charge. 

WASHINGTON WENT TOO FAST. 

Tacoma (Wash.,) Aug. 6.—Gov. 
Ferry aud Attorney-General Jones 
have discovered that the organization 
of the Washington World’s Fair Com- 
mission appointed by the Executive 
Committee and the election of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, are all irregular, 
and their acts so far are null and void.

AMERICA’S BEAU BRUMMEL, 


Reminiscences of Colonel Richard Hick- 
‘ man, a Famous Character. 

Washington’s most-famous character, 
if selected by popular vote, would be de- 
cided to be Colonel Hickman, known the 
country over as Beau Hickman, the 


Prince of B era, i 


presumably, as he came from that state 
to this city, arriving here in the year 
1834, about twenty-two years old. From 
this date for about three years may be 
included the beau's joyful period of ex- 
istence, when the world was seen only 
through rose colored glasses, and life was 
but a merry game of love and _ lasses, 
amours and petty affaires.“ Heswung 
the old globe about as quickly as possible, 
and was as gay and merry a high roller 
as the city has ever seen. 

In a short while his name was as well 
known in Washington as that of au 
Brummel in London. He moved ip ex- 
clusive circles, had all the polislf and 
graces and spent his patrimony with a 
lavish hand. At the races he a 
valued tipster and knew more about 
horses And their merits than a paddock 
full of jockeys. He was a frequenter, 
too, of the theaters, and was as much at 
home behind as before the scenes. 

For the short three years of affinengé 
and high flying indulged in by the beau he 
was compelled to repay more than thirty 
years of what would have been to any, 
other a most humiliating and wretched 
existence. From the society reveler he 
was reduced to a state of pitiable penury. 
He never learned the state of his finances 
until he had none, and then, it being too 
late to retrieve his squandered fortunes, 
it became necessary for him to adapt 
himself to his altered fortunes in the 
most expedient manner. There was but 
‘one course left open to him, to become a 
dependent upon charity. To his high 
strung and sensitive nature this was an 
achievement so difficult of execution 
that he at one time even admitted that 
the sums he extorted by his bumming 
methods could be characterized as offer- 
ings of charity. 

His fall from his high estate was not 
as sudden as his financial wreckage. He 
did not cease his swell existence when 
he found that all his resources had be- 
come exhausted, but kept on spending 
the money that he had not as recklessly 
as he had spent the money that he had 
formerly possessed. Where he had be- 
fore liberally bestowed gold and green- 
backs he now distributed notes and 1. 
O. U.’s,” trusting to the recalcitrant 
Dame Fortune to visit him again at some 
time in the hopeladen future. He at 
this time patronized the most exclusive 
hotels, kept up hissocial connectionsand 
was as great a beau as ever. His reputa- 
tion as such was the only thing that pre- 
vented his creditors froin swarming in 
upon him. 

‘Beau Hickman’s few years of pros- 
perity left but faint impress on the pub- 
lic mind. ‘It is asthe prince of bummers 
that he is best remembered. For years 
the principal hotels knew him but to 
fear him, afterward they looked upon 
him as a sideshow feature to be pointed 
out to visitors to the national capital as 
the famous Beau Hickman. Every new 
visitor was legitimate prey and liable to 
assessment. Beau's home seemed to be 
in the lobbies of the hotels. He was 
often seen at the capitol and other pub- 
lic hostelries. 

Here was alwäys an opportunity to 
pick. out his man, and as this meant 
often meals and bed to him he naturally 
devoted a considerable portion of his 
time to selecting his victims. The assess- 
ments mulcted were seldom more than a 
quarter or a half dollar, and these ex- 
torted with such a good grace that the 
victims felt truly it was more blessed to 
give than to receive. He also had a 
regular list of patrons, mainly congress- 
men, on whom he levied assessments at 
regular periods.—Indianapolis Journal.

A Crowiled Smoking Car Smashed to 
Pieces with Its Occupants. 


A Dozen Passengers, Mostly Italians, 
Instantly Killed.

Conflicting Accounts as to the 
Cause of the Disaster—List 
of the Killed and 
Injured, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Syracuse (N. Y.,) Aug. 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.| This morning a 
freight train on the West Shore Rail- 
road, going west, broke in two between 
Port Byron and Montezema, and the 
first\train following crashed into the 
rear. A brakeman went back toward 
the passenger train but the night was 
so foggy that he Was not seen. 

The fireman of the passenger train 
and ten Italians en route to Niagara 
Falls in the smoking car were killed 
and eleven others in the same car were 
injured, two afterwards dying. 

The injured were brought here and 
are being cared for. The bodies of the 
killed are at Port Byron, where the 
Coroner will hoid an inquest. Among 
the injured was a member of an opera 
company, who died on the way here. 
The trainmen say that more killed are 
in the wreck. Pbysicians and others 
were sent from Syracuse, Auburn, 
Montezuma and Port Byron. The 
scene at the wreck was a terrible one. 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

The following is a revised list of the 
killed and injured: 

Killed: Carrella Alfonse, Coco Roca, 
Vincenzo Dilawei, Dominico Richone, 
Thomas Merlino, John Rosia, Domin- 
ico Santello, Antonio Scozzafava, John 
Grambot, one unknown; all being Ital- 
jans and all adults; Fireman Michael 
Bingen, Macedon, N. Y., instantly 
killed; Antoneo Umbello, died after 
removal to the House of the Good 
Shepherd; Joseph M. Keenan of St. 
Louis, died at the Houseof the Good 
Shepherd. 

Injured: Patrick Ryan, engineer of 
the express train, lives in Buffalo; 
Louis Dillar of Alsace-Lorraine, A. K. 
Louvas, a Hungarian: John Schultz, a 
member of the Uncle Isaac Farce Com- 
pany of Easton, Pa.; George II. Saxby 
of Hamilton, Ont.; John Preston of 
Troy, N. X., a railroad man; Julius 
Myers of Buffalo. N. X.; B. E. Petts, 
musical director ot the Uncle Isaac 
Company: Camillo Libiz, Guisiano 
Libiz, Hehry Tralano, Guiseppe Mas- 
ciarello, Goranni Rosi, Nicolo Machini, 
Tomasse Tonzano, Lugi Donarog, all 
Italians; an unknown Hungarian and 
Antonio Cabello, an Italian; all of the 
above were taken to the House of the 
Good Shepherd; R. K. Serviss of New- 
ark, N. Y; Lewis Taylor of West 
Point, N. Y., and Frank J. Zinter of 
this city were removed to their homes. 

Of the Italians injured four will 
prabably die. They were in the smok- 
ing-car of the St. Louis express, which 
crashed into the freight train. Twelve 
cars of the freight train were wrecked 
and piled upon the tracks, completely 
blocking the road. Hardiy a whole 


piece of timber is left in the smoking- 


car. ‘The wreck took fire. and the pas- 
senger train burned, with the excep- 
tion of three sleeping cars. The train 
was made up of two express, baggage 
and smoking-car, day coach and four 
sleeping-cars. 
STORY OF A PASSENGER. 

J. J. Sullivan of this city was on the 
train. Hie was in the car behind the 
smoker. Regarding the accident, he 
said: “The freight train with which 
our train collided was running on 
passenger train time. When the crash 
came the scene was a terrible one. 
The smoking-car was smashed to 
splinters, and the shrieks of the wound- 
ed imprisoned in the wreckage were 
heartrending. It was about 8 o’clock 
when tbe wreck occurred. When I 
left, the dead and wounded were scat- 
tered about on the ground between the 
tracks, and passengers were doing all 
they could for the relief of the wound- 
ed victims. So far as I could see they 
were all men who were in the smoking 
car. Noneof the passengérs in the 
sleeping car were injured.“ 

John F. Bowditen of Boston, who 
had anarrow escape, gave a similar 
account of the accident. He said no 
one in the rear of the wreck was in- 
jured. Attendants of the express and 
baggage cars had retired to the rear 
coaches. to catch a little sleep, and the 
entire fatality, therefore, was con- 
fined to the smoking car and locomo- 
Noe. 

A-CONDUCTOR’S ACCOUNT. 

Conductor Kanaly of the limited 
said: I was in front of the sleeper 
Marathon and had just noticed that 


we were making the usual running 


time. We left Syracuse at 1:58 on 
time.” The train was heavily loaded, 
each of the sleepers having about 
twenty passengers. It was very foggy 
and the engineer of course expected 
the Montezuma side track would 
be all right for him. ‘The first intima- 
tion i had of the accident was when I 
felt the sudden application of the air- 
breaks. A moment later came the 
crash. That is about all 1 can tell ex- 
cept that the engines went clear 
through the caboose of the freight 
train and then rolled down the em- 
bankment. The day coach telescoped 


the smoking car, and when I got out of 


doors they were all mixed up with the 
express and baggage cars. The sleeper 
did not leave the rails. 
New York, Aug. 6.—A West Shore 
Official says: From what can be 
learned there is no doubt the accident 
this morning was the result of ne- 
giect. The conductor of the freight 
train sent back a flagman to warn 
trains moving on the same track.“ 
SYRACUSE, Aug. 6.—The jury re- 
turned a verdict finding Contractor 
Tobin and Flagman Connelly guilty of 
criminal negligence. Both men have 
fled. Antonio Ambello, one of the in- 
jured Italians, died at the hospital to- 
night, Making the total killed thirteen.

UNION IN SESSION. 


Strong Resolutions Adopted Against 
Supporting Any Candidate for 
Office Who Favors the 
Saloon Interest.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At today’s meet- 
ing of the Catholic Total Abstinence 
Union, areport.of the Committee on 
Resolutions was presented, whereim it 
was resolved that that in the efforts 
to overcome the evils of drink on the 
lines laid by the Baltimore Catholic 
Congress, there was no race, no creed, 
no color, no national distinction in the 
common struggle, in this common sor- 
row, but also acommon hope against 
a common foe.“ Catbolic women were 
urged toimitate the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union and cooperate 
with it. 
The resolutions declare that sound 
public policy does not seem to sanction 
the sale of liquor at the Chicago 
World's Fair, nor does it require the 
existence of a traflic privileged to cover 
this fair land with breweries, distill- 
eries and saloons which are wreck- 
ing homes, breaking hearts and 
grinding down souls into the mire 
of wretchedness and woe. 

The following resolutions were 
adopted after a lengthy debate: 

Resolved, that we consider it the duty of 
all temperance men to support candidates 
for pubiic office who have honestly pledged 
themseives to labor for the enforcement of 
Sunday laws for closing liquor saloons on 
that day; that we deem it the manifest duty 
of temperance men te discountenance any 
candidate for public office who declares 
himself for or is known to be committed to 
the support of the liquor interests. 

Indianapolis was elected as the place 
of the next convention. Bishop Cotter 
of Minnesota Was reéiected president.

Ap Ordinance Granting to the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Railway Company 
and Its Assigns the R ght to Construct and 
Uperate an Electric Street Kailway upon 
Certain Streets in the City of Los Angeles. 
HE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF 
ro the City of Los Angeles do ordain as fol- 
SECTION 1. That the right of way be and 
the same is horeby granted to the Los An- 
geles Consolidated Electric Kaiiway Company. 
andits assigns, over and along the public 
streets of the city of los Angeles herein 
named, for the period of fifty years from and 
after the approval hereof, for the purpose of 
constructing. maintaining and operating a 
single or double track electric street railway 
thereon, — with the right to construct 
such switches, turnouts,.power houses, ap- 
pliances, properties, structures and attach- 
ments as may be necessary to the operating 
of said road and to enable it to be as effective 
as the be-telectric street railroad; provided, 
that said road shall at all times be con- 
structed, maintained and operated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this grant, Tne 
streets and portions of streets over which 
this right of way is granted are particularly 
described as follows, to wit: Beginning on 
the westerly line of Upper Main street at its 
intersect.on with Marchessault street, and 
running thence easterly along Marchessauit 
street to Los Angeies street; thence southerly 
along Los Angeles street to First street; 
thence southeasterly along First street to San 
Pedro street; thence soutbeasterly along san 
Pedro street to Second street; thence eaxterly 
on Second street to Wolfsil! avenue: theuce 
southerly along Wolfskill avenue and Central 
avenue tothe southern boundary line of the 
city of Los Angeles.

Frank Sharp of Dundee, Scotland, is 
a young man who seems doomed to 
suffer more misfortunes than fail to 
the lot of the ordinary mortal. He 
knows what it is to have both arms 
and a collar bone broken, and to have 
the extremity of one leg severely 
scorched by fire.

It's not 
loaded,“ replied the latter, but before 
he pulled the trigger the suspicious 
Scotchman had wheeled hail-way 
around. It was a lucky move, for to 
the astonishment of both gentiemen 
the drop of the trigger was followed 
by aloud report, which in turn was 
followed by young Sbarp executing a 
Comancbe-like war dance. Herrman 
wanted co know what was the matter, 
and the Scotchman replied in a voice 
busky with emotion that he was shot. 

The participants in this exciting 
episode hastened without any unnec- 
essary delay to Dr. McAllister’s office, 
where an examination showed that the 
ball had penetrated Sharp’s clothing 
and passed across the leit breast, in- 
flicting a flesh wound about five inches 
long.

TROUBLE AMONG THE TRUSTEES 


Mysterious Death of a ‘Beautituf 
Young Girl—Notes of Interest 
from Redlands and 
Riverside.

In municipal circles there is a sensa- 
tion brewing unléss it dies still born. 
which does not at this time seem to be 
at all probable. In the Board of Trus- 
tees, comprising five members, there 
are three members who regularly 
stand together on all propositions. 
There are two members who are 
thereby left in a hopeless and a help- 
less minority. They might just as 
well not be on the board as far as 
their influence and votes are concerned. 
But now it is said an endeavor will be 
made to change all of this by ousting 
Maj. Kenniston, the president of the 
board. It was ru d yesterday 
afternoon that the papers in a suit hav- 
ing thisend in view would be filed 
with the County Clerk, but they were 
not filed, and probably will not be un- 
tiltoday. It is claimed that Maj. Ken- 
niston has been leasing a building to 
the city and that he bas been furnish- 
ing the local government with various 
necessaries despite the fact that he was 
a member and president of the Board 
of Trustees. All of this is contrary to 
the statutes in such cases made and 
provided. The matter has been agi- 
tated for some time and will take head 
in the course of a day or so. Maj. 
Kenniston has made an excellent rec- 
ord on the board, and there are many 
people who would be sorry to learn of 
his retirement. 

Miss Kate Hackney took a drink of 
carbolic acid and at 12:30 yesterday 
morning shedied. Whether the young 
lady drank the poison by accident or 
design will never be positively known. 
The circumstances surrounding the 
case are extraordinarily mysterious. 
Miss Hackney resided at the residence 
ot Mrs. Hidden on E street, near First. 
Wednesday evening she seem6d to be 
in per usual health and spirits, and no 
one seeing her would have for a moment 
supposed that she contemplated tak- 
ing ber life. About 9 p. m., in company 
with her roommate, Miss Lutie ag- 
ley, she retired. About midnight Miss 
Hagley discovered that Kate was ill, 
and awoke Mrs. Hidden. The girl 
was then unconscious, and never re- 
covered. In half an hour she was a 
corpse despite all that could be done 
to resuscitate her. Upon the bureau 
in her room was a bottle of carbolic 
acid, by the side of which was a bottle 
of peppermint. The theory is that 
the dead girl had risen in the night 
and taken carbolic acid by mistake 
instead of peppermint. This is what 
the girl’s friends claim. There is 
another theory that Miss Hackney pur- 
posely ended her life. If she had 
taken the carbolic acid by mistake she 
would certainly have made an outcry 
of sume kind as soon as tne poison 
passed her lips. Then again, it is 
rather strange that she made the mis- 
take she did, unless it was intentional. 
In several weeks the dead girl was to 
have been married to a well-known 
young man of San Bernardino— WIII 
Wozencraft. The wedding dress was 
being made. If she did commit sui- 
cide it must have been because of 
something that transpired on Wednes- 
day. Thats something will perhaps 
never be kKhown in all probability. 
Miss Hackney was a beautiful, well-de- 
veloped girl, 15 years of age. She was 
the daughter of John Hackney, a 
blacksmith. She had not lived at 
home for a number of years, owing to 
the fact that she was unable to agree 
with her stepmother. The Coroner 
held an inquest, and the verdict of the 
jury was that death resulted from an 
overdose of carbolic acid.“ The whole 
affair is a very sad one, rendered more 
sad by the mystery which surrounds it. 
The funeral will take place tcday at 10 
o’clock. Coroner Tuompson has failed 
in this case to make a compiete and 
full investigation of the facts in the 
case, and therefore itis shrouded in a 
great deal of uncertainty.

Why tho. Southern Pacific is 
Waking Up. 


‘J 
Santa Fe Getting Ready for a Cam- 
palgn—Work Up about Fresno 
 —Official Amenities-Gen- 
@raland Local. 


tions of the hern Pacific Company in 
connection with movemgnts now going on 


at Santa Monica, which was published in 


Tur Times of Wednesday, made clear 
much of the speculative doubting indulged 
in bereabout, That the company intended 
todo more than builda spur track up the 
beach to a suitable location for a wharf 
many people were convinced, and when it 
was learned that the object was to 
extend the road on up the shore to a con- 
nection with the present road near 
Hueneme, the maneuvering was readily 
understood. There is only a narrow strip 
of territory along the coast between Santa 
Monica and Iiueneme that is available for 
railroad building, aud the first to take pos- 
session of it will doubtiess hold it 
against all comers. It has deen 
known for some time that Hueneme was 
to be one objective point of the Los An- 
geles Terminal Railway. which is desigued 
to eventually zap alithe important points 
op the Southern California Coast, and were 
this company to reach Santa Monica either 
by the purchase of the Los Angeles and 
Pacific roadbed or construction of an en- 
tirely new live it would not bea long or 
difficult matter to tun a line up the coast 
toward Ventura. ‘Lhe Southern Pacific 
had a double incentive for occupy- 
lug this territory. ‘The Santa Fé 
is creeping up toward San Francisco, and 
before jong will have au independent line 
from Mojave to the metropolis of the State. 
W ith a competitor in the neld which has so 
long been monopolized by the Southern 
Pacific, that company will destir itself to 
complete certain work begun some time aco, 
but permitted to languish for want of just 
such stimulation as is now about to be ad- 
ministered, ‘The cvast line from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco which will become so pop- 
ular for passenger traffic that it will attract 
ali through travel from the present line, 
which traverses the San Joaquin Valley, 
will become an accomplished fact at an 
earlier day than it would in the absenve of 
competition and threatened invasion by 
another corporation. Trace the new line 
upon the map and its importance and desir- 
ability will be self-evident. 
A SANTA FE CAMPAIGN. 

The indications now are that the Santa 
Fé Company will begin its aggressive cam- 
paign in this section atan early day. The 
report of the situation hereabout, giyen in 
person by General Manager Wade to Presi- 
dent Mauvel during the former’s recent visit 
to the East, settled whatever doubts may 
have been entertained in the Chicago 
offices regarding the urgency of cun- 
struction of new mileage. President 
Manvel was convinced that self-preserya- 
tion lies iu prompt action to head off the 
inroads of Southern Pacific. and if the 
New York and Boston owners can be 
brought over to the same convictions and 
will supply the feedful money, the com- 
pany will make the dirt fly on several sur- 
veyed and staked-out lines in Southern 
Californiaa Tue ‘Times knows that 
this movement is so far under way that 
negotiations have been begun with con- 
tractors for grading and laying track, and 
certain railroad builders in Los Angeles 
are now working on specifications. Which 
of the lines will be attended to first canuot 
be said, but the construction of the road to 
Chino, from North Pomona, will not long 
be delayed. The road to Santa Monica,and 
perhaps to San Pedro. will be com- 
paratively easy to push through, but 
heavier work will be met with in building 
the line which istoreplace the destroyed 
Temacula Cafion tracks. Other branches 
to good territory are to be undertaken at 
an early day. The independent line from 
Mojave to San Francisco will doubtless de 
the greatest undertaking, but it is asserted 
that private individuals and not the Santa 
Fé Company are promoting it. No matter 
who builds it, the new line will be for the 
Santa Féasa rival tothe Southern Pacific.
